TI  [E  present  sale  holds  unusual  interest  for  the  collector  of 
Americana  in  the  tact  that  a  large  part  of  it  comprises  the 
collection  of  early  American  glass  bottles  and  flasks,  furni- 
ture, and  other  objects  assembled  by  the  late  Chandler  R.  Clifford, 
well  known  art  connoisseur  and  critic,  whose  death  is  widely  re- 
gretted. Mr.  Clifford's  erudite  comments  and  criticisms  embraced  a 
wide  range  of  subjects  mainly  devoted  to  antique  and  modern  furni- 
ture ami  interior  decoration,  his  principal  theme  being  the  correlation 
ot  interior  architecture  and  decoration.  For  years  he  directed  the 
publication  of  The  American  Silk  Journal,  The  Upholsterer  and 
Interior  Decorator,  and  text  books  and  annuals;  he  was  President  of 
the  American  Trade  Press  Association,  founder  of  the  American 
Association  of  Interior  Decorators,  a  member  of  the  Hoover  dele- 
gation to  the  Paris  Exposition  of  New  Art  in  192^;  awarded  the 
Silver  Service  Testimonial  by  Decorative  Trades  in  1913;  and 
author  of  The  Philosophy  of  Color,  1907,  Rugs  of  the  Orient,  191  1, 
The  I. ace  Dictionary,  191 3,  and  The  Junk  Snupper  (stories  of 
antique  collecting),  1927.
